Sir: 

Replying to yours of the Ist of June, I would say that the law contemplates that 
depositors shall be paid in money and therefore they have a right to demand such payment. The 
office at Seattle, however, was established hurriedly and there being no public building there, it 
was located in a common store room. Under the circumstances we do not like to keep large sums 
of money in that Assay Office, and a depositor knowing his rights is willing to accept a draft or 
check on the local bank we prefer, to pay by these methods. 

It is quite impracticable to keep large sums, such as you name at the office at Seattle, but 
we will endeavor to meet your demand as promptly as possible, and I presume it will be possible 
to do so without inconveniencing you. 

It is the policy of the Government to extend the same treatment to depositors at Assay 
Offices that is given at the Mints, except where there is, as you doubtless understand, an extra 
charge of '4 percent at all Assay Offices.
